Eaten" . would 
br.bly come into being. Physical comp<Mtirion' 
MTio will question the desirability of a superior physique as add- 
ing to personality and moulding characters? Centuries ago the 
Greeks, who attained a menul and phyùcal perfection which 
has probaly never since been equalled, considered Olympic con- 
tests as one of the best institutions of their civilization. Tht sta- 
tuary of ancient Greece has many examples of idealized muscu- 
lar development. 

With not more than one exception in a thousand, unive»- 
nties have included boxing and wrestling in th«r sports. The 
long existence of these two sports in universities is sufficient 
proof that their objectionable features, if any, are completely 
overshadowed by the benefits which result from them. We have 
never heard anyone seriously question the rightful place of box- 
ing or wrestling in our sports.
